- "The Committee likewiſe think it neteifary to repeat 
here, the Reaſons which firſt induced the Eftabliſh- 
nent of this Hoſpital, as publiſhed in their former 
| Propoſals; at the ſame Time they beg Leave to ſoli- 
cit the further Donations of the Affluent and Bene- 
volent, that they may be enabled to extend the Bene- 
fits of this uſeful Charity. 
To ſhew the Expediency and Utility 
78 of ſo benevolent a Deſign, it may not be 
improper to inform the Public, that the 
principal Lying-in Hoſpitals in this City, as well 
as the Charities for Delivering Poor Women at their 
1 Own Habitations, are all too circumſcribed in their 
Plans: The Hoſpitals, by only receiving Married 
Women; and the Charities, by the very Nature of 
their Eſtabliſhment. For it is apprehended, thoſe 
unhappy Creatures are no improper Objects of Com- 
paſſion and Relief, who have been ſeduced from the 
Paths of Virtue, and are of eourſe precluded from 
the Advantages of thoſe Hoſpitals, and who, baniſh- 
ed from their Friends, have no Habitations wherein 
to receive the Benefits of theſe Charities, It is more 
_ eſpecially, then, to ſuch, who, overwhelmed with 
Shame and Remorſe, and deſtitute of every other 
Means of Subſiſtence, muſt infallibly fink under 
their complicated Misfortunes, that this Hoſpital 
| means to beſtow its beneficent Relief, at that Seaſon 
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of Diſtreſs, in which, of all others, Relief i is moſt 


need ful. 


The Inſtitutors of this Charity fatter chemlelyen | 
they ſhall not only reſcue from the extremeſt Miſery 


many unhappy Wretches, who might otherwiſe have 


been driven to the laſt AR of Deſperation againſt 
_ themſelves or Offspring, but ſhall, at the ſame Time, 


be able to reclaim and reſtore to Society, many who 


would otherwiſe have been compelled to a future 


Life of Idleneſs, Infamy, and Profligacy. 


It will perhaps be objected, that an Hoſ- ——_—_ an- 


pital of this Kind, formed on a general WET 


Plan, may afford Encouragement to Vice. To ob- 
viate a Prejudice, founded rather in Imagination than 
Experience, it ſhould be remembered, that the com- 
mon Proftitute ſeldom or never has Occaſion for the 


Benefit of ſuch a Charity; and as no Woman can, 


on any Confideration, be admitted a Patient a ſecond 
Time, unleſs ſhe is married, the firſt Offence ought 


certainly never to exclude the Wretched from Puy | 


and Relief. 


This ObjeQion, arifing from a miſtaken but ten- 


der Regard for Virtue and its Intereſts, has been fre« 
quently repeated againſt the Foundling, Magdalen. 
and Lock Hoſpitals—Charities founded on the moſt 
liberal Benevolence, countenanced by many Bene» 


factors of the ſtricteſt Virtue, and which, from ſeveral 


Years Experience, are found not only to refute this 
ObjeRion, but, as far as their Influence extends, to 


have been. productive of the moſt Hy Conſe 


_ quences to Society. 


Twenty Years Experience has now abundantly eſta· 
bliſhed the Utility of this Charity. During that Pe- 


riod, nearly Tunzz THOUSAND Women haves been 
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delivered | in this Hoſpital ; beſides above 1,000, wha 
have been attended at their own Habitations ; of that 

Number more than half have been admitted on their 

orun perſonal Application to the Weekly Committee, without 

any Leiters of Recommendation from Governors, the inva= 
riable Method of Admiſſion into other Hoſpitals. The Com- 
mittee, on Enquiry, finding that thoſe unfortunate Nomen 
who were incapable of procuring ſuch Letters, were either 
the Wives of Soldiers or Sailors employed Abroad in the Ser- 
vice of their Country, or ſingle Women, driven from Home to 
ſeek Refuge and Relief among Strangers, and thus under 
| Circumſtances of the moſt urgent and complicated Diſtreſs, 
were become the peculiar Otjefts of a public Charity; 
have the great Satisfaction of aſſuring the Public, that 
ſince the Inflitution of this Hoſpital, not one Woman has been 
refuſed Admiſſion whoa has appeared to them a proper and 
deſerving Objett. 

One Inconvenience, aa that a 15850 one, had 
ariſen from this Diſpoſition to beſtow univerſal Re- 
lief, to which the circumſcribed State of their Funds | 
was very inadequate z for, notwithſtanding the ſtrict- 
eſt CEconomy; the Hoſpital was conſiderably in Ar- 
reats with the Treaſurer, From that Embarraſs- 
ment however, they have, ſome time ſince, been 
completely relieved by an Event of ſo ſingular a 
Nature, ſo creditable to this Inſtitution, and which, 


at the ſame Time, conveys ſuch unqueſtionable Teſ- 


timony of the good Conduct, as well as pre- emi- 
nent Benevolence of this Charity, that the Com- 
mittee cannot prevail on themſelves to with-hold 
from the Subſcribers, and the Public at large, the 


following conciſe relation. 


In the Year, 1776, 4 Gentleman, of the News of 
Hol, left by Will, his perſonal Eſtate, amounting.

Lying · in Hoſpitals i in this City, and it was evident- 
ly the Intention of the Teſtator, that the Bequeſt 
ſhould go to one only, the Lord Chancellor referred 
it to Edward Leeds, Eſq; a Maſter in Chancery, to 
enquire into the comparative Merits of all the differ- 
ent Lying-in Hoſpitals, and to report his opinion of 5 

the ſame. After the moſt critical Inveſtigation being 
made by the Maſter, and after every poſſible Exception 
and Objection being argued by Counſel, according 
to the Forms of the Court of Chancery, before the 
ſaid Maſter, he was pleaſed ultimately to report in fa- 

vour of this Hoſpital, in preference to all the other 
Lying- in Hoſpitals ; which Report, after four ſolemn 
Hearings before the Lord Chancellor, his Lordſhip 
was pleaſed finally to confirm, and ordered (May 25th, 

1785) the Stock, with the accruing Intereſt, to be 
transferred to the Treaſurer for the Uſe and Benefit 
of this Hoſpital. 

When it is conſidered that this Hoſpital is the 
ſmalleſt in its Eſtabliſhment, and the lateſt in its In- 
ſtitution of all the Hoſpitals in this City appropriated 
for the Reception of Lying-in Women, the Com- 
mittee cannot but deem a Preference from ſuch high, 
Authority, at once the moſt flattering, as well as the 
moſt ' convincing Proof, of, the Excellence of the 
original Inſtitution, as well as the general Utility 
and good Conduct in the Proſecution of its Objects. 

Without meaning to make any invidious Comparie 
ſon with the other Hoſpitals, it becomes the Com- 
mittee to point out to the Reader the Circumſtance 
in the Inſtitution of this Charity, which diſcriminated 
it fromevery other Hoſpital, and on the merit of which 

their Succeſs chiefly depended ; he is therefore referred 

to the Paragraph above, in Italics, beginning of that 
number nearly half, &c. and from the general Tenor i 

of this Conduct, the Committee pledge themſelves it

Any Woman in diſtreſſed Circumſtances, when 
ſuddenly in Labour, will be received into this Hoſ- 
pital, at all Hours of the Day or Night, without any
